Smart City strategy

THE royal borough’s ambitious 
aim of becoming a ‘Smart City’ was 
officially launched last Thursday 
(October 22) at the Digital 
Greenwich hub, on the Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

At the event, the royal borough’s 
council leader Denise Hyland outlined 
the four key themes that will make up the 
‘Smart Cities’ approach - they include a 


focus on transforming neighbourhoods, 
infrastructure, public services and the 
local economy. 

The council’s Smart City approach 
will use digital technologies and the 
latest information and communications 
systems to improve services, engage 
more effectively with residents and bring 
improvements in areas such as transport 
and traffic management, as well as the 
energy, health care, water and waste 
sectors.

Recycle more NHS equipment 


A FEW years ago I was diagnosed with 
arthritis and I have been very grateful to 
receive equipment that has helped me get 
around my home and live independently. 
Some of the equipment I have been able 
to return as I have had surgery. But some 
has been refused. I had a wooden hand rail 
added to my staircase but had a stair lift 
put in a week later. I was told to throw out 
the hand rail - a friend has made use of it. 
More recently I returned from hospital with 
walking frames and a commode. The frames 
have gone back but the commode, unused 
and still wrapped up, has been refused. I 
have been told to give it to a charity shop. 
The NHS is reported to have financial 
difficulties and my carers who come once a 
day have told me that a lot of equipment is 
refused for return. 

I appreciate hygiene requirements but it is so 
wasteful to give valuable equipment away.

• A joint statement from Greenwich 
Clinical Commissioning Group and the 
royal borough reads: "We are grateful 
to Ms O'Sullivan for highlighting this 
important issue. NHS Greenwich Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) and the 


royal borough have an established 
policy regarding the collection and 
recycling of community equipment. This 
policy aims to maximise the recycling of 
community equipment in a cost effective 
and environmentally friendly way and 
our provider of community equipment 
is required to adhere to this policy. The 
current policy determines that hand rails 
cannot be recycled. This is due to infection 
control requirements and the cost of 
removal. Our provider is also unable to 
restore walls and other surfaces after 
removal of the hand rail. We were not aware 
of an unused commode and this may be 
a recording error from the hospital when 
issuing it. 

We will follow this up with Ms O'Sullivan, 
as well as reviewing the collection policy 
to ensure it is being implemented by our 
provider. Additionally, we have been 
looking at how we could work through our 
community volunteer network to increase 
the re-use of community equipment. 

This scheme has just started and we are 
exploring how equipment from the scheme 
could support with local training and 
employment initiatives."

ARCHAEOLOGISTS working on a building 
site in Woolwich have dug up more evidence 
to prove that people have lived on the spot 
for nearly 3,000 years. 

A team from Oxford University is working 
for Berkeley Homes, the company behind 
the Royal Arsenal Riverside development 
which will bring 5,000 new homes plus 
restaurants and shops. 

The archaeologists have already 
uncovered an enormous ditch 18 metres 
wide and six inches deep, dating back to the 
late Iron Age, part of an early settlement 
on the banks of the Thames. They have also 
found evidence of the Roman occupation of 
the site, as well as the remains of medieval 
houses with cellars, outbuildings and wells. 

But the most surprising discovery involves 
the 76 skeletons buried together that 
were found earlier this year. Carbon dating 
confirms they are from the late 7th century 
or early 8th century, which means they are 
some of the original inhabitants of Saxon 
Woolwich. This was then a small trading 
settlement mentioned in historical records, 
but little evidence of its existence has been 
found - until now. 


David Score, Oxford Archaeology project 
manager, said: "It is amazing to find such a 
large number of relatively well-preserved 
skeletons, despite all the later buildings 
on the site over the years. They seem to 
represent a mixed population, with males, 
females, children and adults present. It 
seems the burials do represent an early 
Christian tradition." 

Karl Whiteman, Berkeley's divisional 
manager, said: "It is incredible to see 
evidence from so many different time 
periods still intact at Royal Arsenal 
Riverside. These excavations will enable 
us and the residents of Woolwich to get an 
even better understanding of what life was 
like there so many centuries ago." 

The site is rich in local history. In the 1 850s 
it was a gasworks, and the remains of four 
former gasometers have also been found. 
Isabel Benavides, heritage & interpretation 
manager with Royal Greenwich Heritage 
Trust, centre spokesman said: "It is exciting 
news to have unearthed a glimpse of 
Saxon Woolwich right on our doorstep. 

It demonstrates what a rich and layered 
history we enjoy in the royal borough."

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Road repairs 
team win top 
green award 


A TEAM of young people learning 
how to repair minor roads in 
the borough have scooped a top 
environmental award. 

The group carried out a tree-planting 
project in Crown Woods Way, Eltham, 
while employed on the council’s 
Highways Improvement and Local 
Labour (HILL) project. This was set up to 
train unemployed young people to make 
road and pavement repairs, install new 
lighting, and remove unnecessary ‘street 
furniture’. 

They worked with the Trees for Cities 
charity to develop a way to reduce surface 
water and reduce the risk of flooding 
in the residential street. This involved 
planting trees and improving the drainage 
by installing ‘rain gardens’ to help water 
drain away. And they planted 11 oak and 
birch trees and installed specialised pits 


to help drainage and the trees to grow. 

Their work won them a biodiversity 
award in a national competition 
sponsored by CIRIA, the construction 
industry’s research and information 
association. They took the prize for the 
‘most innovative’ project. 

Trees for Cities kept local residents up 
to date with the project by door-knocking 
and delivering flyers and inviting them to 
come and learn about street tree watering 
and care. The charity will maintain the 
trees for three years before handing the 
project over to the council, who will then 
be responsible for the trees’ maintenance 
as the landowner. 

Cllr Sizwe James, the council’s cabinet 
member for business, employment and 
skills, said: “This award-winning project 
shows how green infrastructure can be 
used as an effective and sustainable urban 
drainage system on streets and roadsides. 



This helps reduce surface water flooding, 
reduces noise and pollution, and 
increases local biodiversity, which is all 
good news for the local community. My 
congratulations to the HILL team for an 
excellent outcome to their hard work.”

THE council has 
been shortlisted for a 
prestigious award for the 
way it has encouraged 
local employers to sign up 
to the London Living Wage 
scheme.

The Living Wage Foundation 
recognises and celebrates the 
leadership shown by Living 
Wage employers across the 
UK. It has written to the 
council, saying it has been 
shortlisted for the Living Wage 
Employer Champion Awards. 
The results will be announced 
during Living Wage Week 2015 
November 1-7. 

Before that, the council 
is hosting a special event 
at the Woolwich Centre in 
Wellington Street on Monday 


(November 2) to thank 
businesses who have signed 
up to the London Living Wage. 
They will be presented with 
their accreditation plaques by 
Cllr Denise Hyland, the leader 
of the council. 

The council offered business 
rates discounts to the first 
hundred local companies 
that become accredited this 
year. The discount covers five 
years’ worth of London Living 
Wage subscriptions. The 
offer aims to encourage local 
businesses committed to the 
scheme to support their local 
communities and the local 
economy generally by paying 
staff the London Living 
Wage. 

Employers that pay the 
London Living Wage say they 
have made valuable savings by 
improving staff recruitment, 
retaining more staff, cutting 
absenteeism, and raising their 
profile by being a London 
Living Wage employer. 

Council leader Denise 
Hyland said: “It’s good news 
that the royal borough has 
been shortlisted for such a 
prestigious award.

rubbish-burning incinerator in Deptford 
to produce power. 

Now the uni is promising that not a 
crumb of food will be wasted with 100 per 
cent of uneaten or inedible food going to 
composting by the end of 2016. 

It’s all part of the university’s efforts to 
reduce waste and recycle as much as it 
can and it has become a leading light in 
food sustainability, winning awards for 
its green initiatives. 

Now the uni has signed up to the Good 
Food in Greenwich (GFiG) campaign to 
share information of its latest project and 
network with other organisations locally. 
The Good Food in Greenwich (GFiG) 
initiative unites local organisations and 
businesses who are working to grow, 
produce, prepare and share good food 
that is healthy, sustainable, affordable 
and accessible to all. 

Emily Mason, the sustainability 
projects officer at the University of 
Greenwich, said: “We recognise that 
sustainable food is not just about what is 
served on the plate but the whole life cycle 
of food including food waste and this is 
part of our Sustainable Food Policy. We 


have met our target and no food waste or 
biodegradable disposables go to landfill 
and now we are working on our waste 
contract so that in the future all food 
waste and biodegradable material will go 
to be composted.” 

The university is ‘first class’ when 
it comes to sustainable development 
and is one of the leading universities in 
London in terms of being green. Back 
in the summer, its student union won a 
gold award from the National Union of 
Students for its environmental projects, 
which included a Green Week, an edible 
garden and wormery and campaigns 
around saving energy and water. 

Last year the university picked up 
the ‘Corporate Achievement Award’ 
from the Chartered Institute of Ecology 
and Environment Management for its 
work delivering proactive biodiversity 
plans throughout university buildings. 
In 2012, it won 1st place in the People 
and Planet’s Green League and in 2013 
it won the prestigious Times Higher 
Award for ‘Outstanding Contribution to 
Sustainable Development’.

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Two years in jail for 
tenancy fraudster 


A COMPUTER programmer has 
been jailed for two years for council 
tenancy fraud after telling the 
council he had nowhere to live when 
he owned a three-bedroom house. 

Fifty-year- old Kolawole Yusuf was 
sentenced to 26 months at Woolwich 
Crown Court on October 12 having 
failed to declare that he owned his 
own house whilst applying for council 
accommodation. 

The court heard Mr Yusuf had completed 
a housing application form for himself, 
his wife and two children in 2004 when 
he declared that he did not own his own 
property. 

The family were given a two-bedroom 
house in Deptford and in 2014, when they 
had two more children, they moved to a 
three-bed house in Kidbrooke. SE3. Once 
again he declared that he did not have any 
other accommodation to live in. 

In June last year a royal borough repairs 
team visited the property to undertake 
essential work however, the occupant 
told them he would need to speak with 
his landlord to get permission for them 
to enter the property. It became clear the 


house was being sublet and it was reported 
to the council’s unauthorised occupation 
team for further investigation. 

Enquiries found he had bought a three 
bedroom house in Romford, Essex, for 
£75,000, in October 2001, and that he 
had rented the property for emergency 
housing with the London Borough of 
Havering for around ten years. 

During an interview under caution with 
fraud officers, he admitted he owned the 
Romford property. He explained that he 
hadn’t declared it as he had been hoping 
to sell it and returned the Kidbrooke 
property to the royal borough. 

When he pleaded not guilty to offences 
under the fraud and theft act, the matter 
was passed to Woolwich Crown Court for 
trial where Mr Yusuf pleaded guilty to all 
charges. 

Sentencing Mr Yusuf to 26 months 
imprisonment, Her Honour Judge 
Downing stated that she had already given 
him a 25 per cent sentencing discount for 


his early guilty plea. 

The royal borough is now seeking 
recovery of over £132,000 from Mr 
Yusuf incurred as a result of providing 
emergency accommodation for those in 
genuine need. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said “To receive 
over 2 years in jail for falsely obtaining 
council accommodation goes to show that 
this type of offence is serious and that 
the royal borough has no hesitation in 
prosecuting those who deprive genuine 
housing applicants of much needed 
accommodation. I am pleased to hear 
that despite Mr Yusuf being in prison, the 
royal borough will now be pursuing him 
for its financial losses.”

living with you? 

A TWO-WEEK information campaign is 
underway to encourage people who look after 
someone else's child to register as a private 
foster carer. If they do, they could be entitled 
to advice and support from the council. 

A private fostering arrangement involves 
someone caring for a child under the age of 
16, or 18 if disabled, who is not a close relative, 
for more than 28 days. 

Local authorities have a legal duty to 
safeguard all children from harm and neglect. 
With private fostering arrangements, the 
council will check the suitability of private 
foster carers, as well as the household 
and accommodation for the child. Officers 
make regular visits, make sure that advice 
is available, and that the child is receiving a 
good overall standard of care. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council's cabinet member 
for children's services, said: "Not everyone 
realises that if they look after someone else's 
child on a regular basis, they need to register 
this as a private fostering arrangement. 
Although private fostering is very different 
from the care of children provided by local 
authorities through approved foster carers, 
our Children's Services team still needs to be 
informed." 

The council's information campaign began 
yesterday (Monday, October 26) and runs until 
November8.

AN incredibly rare Union flag flown 
from one of the ships in the battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805 has gone on display 
at the National Maritime Museum in 
Greenwich. 

It marks the commemoration of 
Trafalgar Day last Wednesday, October 
21. The flag was flown from the HMS 
Minotaur following an order issued by the 
hero of the battle, Admiral Lord Nelson. 
He stated: “When in presence of an enemy, 
all the ships under my command are to 
bear White Colours and a Union Jack is 


to be suspended from the fore-topgallant 
stay.” This was to avoid confusion with 
the French and Spanish colours. 

Conservators at the museum have 
restored the flag to as close to its original 
form as possible. It has been thoroughly 
cleaned, and had several small holes and 
losses repaired. 

The flag came from the Church of St 
Mary’s Selling, Kent, and was the prize 
of Stephen Hilton, who served as the 
Master’s Mate on the Minotaur. At the 
time it was common practice for warrant 
officers, such as Hilton, or junior officers 


to take ensigns as rewards after battle. 
Hilton returned to Selling at the close of 
the Napoleonic Wars and is buried in the 
churchyard of St Mary’s, having died aged 
85 in 1872. His descendants presented the 
flag to the church in the 1930s. 

The flag is now on display to the public 
in the museum’s Nelson, Navy, Nation 
gallery, alongside a rich array of objects 
relating to the battle, including the 
uniform worn by Nelson when he was 
shot and died aboard HMS Victory.
